It  is  with  much  pride  that  I  take  up  this  gavel  and  accept 
the  opportunity  to  serve  our  party  and  our  nation  as  your  permanent 
chairman.

The  Temporary  Roll  of  Delegates  and  alternates  to  the  I960 
Democratic  National  Convention  includes  I4.66  persons  of  immigrant 
or  first-generation  citizenship  of  other  than  English-speaking 
background,  Senator  Theodore  Francis  Green  (D.,  R.  I.)  stated  today. 
Senator  Green  is  the  founder  and  Honorary  Chairman  of  the 
Nationalities  Division  of  the  Democratic  National  Committee. 

Among  the  1+66  the  following  national  origins  are  included: 
Italian,  87;  Polish,  7U;  Jewish,  69;  Scandanavian  countries,  58; 
German,  38;  Slavonic  countries  (Czech,  Slovak,  Ukrainian,  Yugoslav, 
others)  67;  Greek,  31;  others,  I4.2. 

"This  represents  a  really  significant  development  —  it  is 
proof  that  the  Democratic  Party  is  truly  the  party  of  all  the 
people,"  said  Senator  Green. 

"I  am  especially  happy  that  we  have  present  today  the  Chairman 
of  our  newest  nationality  section,  which  is  really  the  oldest  one  — 
namely,  the  American  Indian  Democratic  Organization.   It  was  an 
encouraging  evidence  of  the  good  work  this  Division  has  done  during 
the  past  12  years  of  its  existence,  when  a  group  of  leaders  of  the 
Indian  tribes  came  to  us  and  proposed  the  creation  of  an  American 
Indian  section.  We  felt  that  in  accepting  this  proposal,  they 
should  become  an  Honorary  Section  —  for,  after  all,  they  were  the 
first  Americans.   Counting  the  Indians,  we  now  have  organizations 
affiliated  with  the  Democratic  Party  representing  citizens  of  28 
diverse  national  origins  —  all  good  Americans,  of  whom  we  are 
proud,"  Senator  Green  concluded. 

Gov.  G.  Mennen  Williams,  present  Chairman  of  the  Nationalities 
Division,  praised  the  Platform  Committee's  recommendation  for 
creation  of  a  Federal  Bureau  of  Intergroup  Relations.   "Such  a 
bureau,"  he  said,  "would  greatly  strengthen  democracy  in  America,  by

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diverse  national  origins  —  all  good  Americans,  of  whom  we  are 
proud,"  Senator  Green  concluded.

Church  Slaps  QOP  In  Keynote

r  Idaho  Senator  Frank  Church  opened  the  1060  Democratic  Na- 
tional Convention  with  a  hard-hitting  attack  on  the  record  ot  the  Re- 
publican Administration  in  business,  agriculture  and  foreign  affairs. 

The  youngest  member  of  the  Senate  said: 

A  keynote  speaker  is  often  expected  to  perform  like  a  cheer- 
leader at  a  pep  rally.  But  these  are  solemn  times  that  summon  us  to 
reason  together.  We  are  Democrats,  not  because  our  party  has  always 
done  everything  right,  but  because  it  has  been  the  principal  party  of 
progress. 

No  other  party  has  furnished  so  many  great  Presidents  —  the 
author  of  our  liberties.  Thomas  Jefferson;  the  framer  of  frontier  free- 
dom. Andrew  Jackson;  the  sentinel  of  integrity  in  public  office,  Grover 
Cleveland;  the  scholarly  architect  of  world  order,  Woodrow  Wilson;

A  DARK  HORSE  ON 
THE  INSIDE  TRACK? 


Although  not  much  noticed,  Adlai  E.  Steven- 
son is  emerging  as  the  real  "dark  horse"  of 
this  presidential  year. 

If  Senator  Kennedy  misses  the  nomination, 
some  party  professionals  foresee: 

•  A  contest  between  Stevenson  and  Sym- 
ington, with  the  former  heavily  backed. 


•  Perhaps,  eventually,  a  Stevenson-Ken- 
nedy ticket.  This  they  call  a  "sure  winner." 

Meanwhile,  Mr.  Stevenson,  twice  a  loser,  is 
willing  but  is  not  seeking  the  nomination.  He 
retains  a  solid  core  of  party  support,  and  is 
watching  developments  while  waiting  for  this 
backing  to  assert  itself. 
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When  leading  demochats  get  to- 
gether, one  question  keeps  cropping 
up:  "Could  it  be  Adlai  E.  Stevenson  for 
a  third  time?" 

Repeatedly,  this  statement  is  heard: 
"If  Senator  John  F.  Kennedy  is  stopped, 
the  nominee  will  be  Mr.  Stevenson  or 
Senator  Stuart  Symington." 

Outside  professional   political   circles, 
the  Stevenson  name 'is  seldom  mentioned. 
But  it  now  develops  that  he  is  the 
real  "dark  horse"  of  1960. 

Mr.  Stevenson  himself  displays 
no  active  interest  in  the  nomina- 
tion. He  has  no  "organization,"  as 
such,  working  for  him.  For  two 
months,  he  has  been  far  from  the 
political  scene— in  South  America. 
Yet  Mr.  Stevenson's  name  bobs 
up,  insistently. 
Why? 

What  accounts  for  this  interest 
at  top  party  levels  in  a  twice- 
defeated  candidate  who  today 
holds  no  public  office?  The  answer 
is  many-sided. 

Winning  ticket?  Many  Demo- 
crats, with  an  eye  to  the  November 
election,  are  saying  that,  if  Mr. 
Kennedy,  a  Roman  Catholic  from 
Massachusetts,  is  denied  the  nomi- 
nation, it  will  become  highly  im- 
portant that  he  be  given  second 
place  on  the  ticket. 

By  such  action,  it  is  argued,  the 
Democrats  would  retain  many 
Catholic  votes  that  otherwise  might 
be  lost. 

Senator  Kennedy  has  said  em- 
phatically that  he  would  not  take 


second  place.  Yet  many  feel  he  could  be 
persuaded  to  run  with  Mr.  Stevenson, 
the  elder  statesman  who  twice  has  had 
the  party's  highest  honor. 

This  would  not  be  true,  politicians 
say,  if  the  nomination  should  go  to 
Senator  Symington,  of  Missouri;  Senator 
Hubert  H.  Humphrey,  of  Minnesota,  or 
even  Lyndon  B.  Johnson,  of  Texas,  the 
Senate  Majority  Leader.

Another  factor  that  keeps  Mr.  Steven- 
son in  the  picture  is  the  Southern 
situation.  Twice,  Mr.  Stevenson 
has  been  acceptable  to  most  Demo- 
cratic politicians  from  the  South. 
There  were  some  defections. 
The  Democrats  lost  some  Southern 
States,  mainly  as  a  result  of  Mr. 
Eisenhower's  personal  popularity. 
If  Mr.  Stevenson  is  nominated, 
party  leaders  foresee  a  minimum 
possibility  of  any  widespread  and 
party-shattering  Southern  revolt. 

Stevenson's  support.  It  is  wide- 
ly agreed  that  Mr.  Stevenson  re- 
tains a  hard  core  of  support 
throughout  the  party. 

This  includes  some,  though  by 
no  means  all,  of  the  party's  highly 
placed  professional  politicians.  In 
the  event  of  a  Convention  dead- 
lock, it  is  expected  that  these  would 
turn  readily  to  the  former  Illinois 
Governor. 

Governor  David  L.  Lawrence  of 
Pennsylvania,  a  Stevenson  sup- 
porter in  1952  and  1956,  recently 
reiterated  his  admiration.  Governor 
Lawrence  has  nearly  80  Conven- 
tion votes  at  his  command.

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COLLINS  LEADING  SPOKESMAN  IN  SOUTH  FOR  MODERATION 


Florida  Gov.  Leroy  Collins  (D),  a  Southern  spokesman 
for  moderation  at  a  time  of  severe  tensions  between  the 
races,  is  expected  to  play  a  prominent  role  in  the  1960 
Democratic  National  Convention.  He  is  not  only  the  man 
chosen  as  permanent  chairman  of  the  convention,  a 
position  of  power  and  importance  held  by  House  Speaker 
Sam  Rayburn  (D  Texas)  since  1948,  but  also  a  potential 
choice  of  the  convention  for  the  Vice  Presidential  nomin- 
ation. In  this  report,  Congressional  Quarterly  sum- 
marizes Collins'  record  in  public  life. 


Governorship 


Background 


Tallahassee  —  the  "old  South"  of  Florida --was  the 
scene  of  Collins'  birth,  March  10,  1909,  the  son  of  a 
grocery  store  owner  and  grandson  of  a  circuit- riding 
Methodist  minister  who  came  to  Florida  from  Texas 
around  1870.  In  1927  he  was  graduated  with  honors  from 
the  Leon  (Tallahassee)  High  School  and  his  father  agreed 
to  match  whatever  amount  his  son  could  earn  and  save 
for  his  future  education.  After  18  months  as  a  grocery 
clerk  Collins  earned  enough  for  a  course  at  the  Eastman 
School  of  Business  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  and  after  two 
years  as  a  bank  teller  he  had  earned  enough  for  a  one- 
year  law  course  which  he  took  at  Cumberland  University, 
Lebanon,  Tenn. 

After  passing  bar  examinations  in  Florida,  Tennessee 
and  Arkansas,  Collins  began  practice  in  Tallahassee, 
augmenting  his  income  with  work  as  a  legal  clerk  under 
the  Works  Progress  Administration.  His  entrance  into 
politics  was  romantically  instigated.  In  1932  he  proposed 
marriage  to  his  childhood  sweetheart,  Mary  Call  Darby. 
Collins  felt  his  monthly  income  of  $34  was  not  enough 
for  two  persons,  so  he  ran  for  the  post  of  Leon  county 
prosecutor.  He  lost  the  election  by  about  100  votes,  but 
won  his  bride  nevertheless.  They  were  married  June 
29,  1932  and  have  four  children  (one  boy,  three  girls), 
ranging  in  age  from  10  to  26. 

In  1934  Collins  was  elected  to  the  state  house  of 
representatives  from  Leon  county  (which  includes  Talla- 
hassee), scoring  an  overwhelming  victoryover  three  pri- 
mary opponents.  He  was  reelected  in  1936  and  1938,  and 
in  1940  ran  successfully  for  an  unexpired  state  senate 
term.  Collins  served  a  total  of  12  years  in  the  state  sen- 
ate, his  service  interrupted  only  by  wartime  service  in 
the  Navy,  from  which  he  was  discharged  with  the  rank  of 
lieutenant. 

As  a  state  senator  Collins  sponsored  legislation  to 
raise  taxes  on  horse  and  dog  race  betting,  to  finance  a 
school  building  program,  to  end  child  labor,  and  to  outlaw 
slot  machines.  He  sponsored  successful  legislation  to  aid 
in  stamping  out  malaria  in  Florida. 

Collins  was  twice  named  "most  valuable  senator" 
in  the  St.  Petersburg  Times  annual  poll  of  Florida 
newspapermen,  and  in  1953  was  voted  "most  valuable 
all  around  member"  in  a  poll  of  his  fellow  legis- 
lators. 


In  1954  Collins  ran  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the 
late  Gov.  Dan  McCarty  (D),  a  close  friend  of  Collins  who 
had  died  in  office.  Collins'  principal  primary  opponent 
was  former  senate  president  Charley  E.  Johns  who  had 
succeeded  to  the  governorship  on  McCarty 's  death  (Flori- 
da has  no  lieutenant  governor).  Collins  ran  on  a  govern- 
mental reform  platform,  emphasizing  the  state's  future 
growth  and  development.  The  race  issue  was  no  factor  in 
the  race.  Collins  won  by  a  66,125-vote  margin  in  the 
second  primary. 

In  his  first  inaugural  address,  Jan.  4,  1955,  Collins 
outlined  his  approach  to  state  government:  "I  want  the 
people  of  Florida  to  understand  that  progress  in  business, 
industry  and  human  welfare  can  only  go  so  far  with  a 
ward-heeling,  back-scratching,  self-promoting  political 

system Government  cannot  live  by  taxes  alone  or  by 

jobs  alone  or  even  by  roads  alone.  Government  must  have 
qualities  of  the  spirit.  Truth  and  justice  and  unselfish 
service  are  some  of  these.  Without  these  qualities  there 
is  no  worthwhile  leadership,  and  we  grapple  and  grope 
in  a  moral  wilderness." 

Presenting  his  full  program  to  the  legislature  April 
5,  1955,  Collins  urged  the  widest  program  of  govern- 
mental reform  ever  proposed  by  a  Florida  governor.  His 
program  included:  overhaul  of  the  state's  70-year  old 
constitution;  repeal  of  Florida's  "quickie"  divorce  law;  a 
central  purchasing  plan  for  the  state;  establishment  of  a 
merit  system  for  state  employees;  a  road  construction 
code  based  on  proven  need;  six  new  junior  colleges;  and 
an  increase  in  pay  for  teachers.  Collins  also  called  for 
reform  of  the  court  system  to  relieve  pressure  on  the 
state  supreme  court,  and  an  overhaul  of  the  penal  admin- 
istration system. 

Most  state  legislators  reacted  favorably  to  the 
Collins  address.  State  senator  R.B.  (Bunn)  Gautier  of 
Miami  said,  "I  think  it  was  the  finest  message  I  have  ever 
heard  and  was  delivered  by  the  most  sincere  and  earnest 
man  I  have  ever  seen  in  the  governor's  office." 

Three-quarters  of  the  Collins  proposals  were  subse- 
quently enacted.  Among  those  receiving  legislature 
approval  was  a  state  development  commission  to  promote 
Florida's  industrial  advantages.  Collins  said,  "Florida 
stands  on  three  sturdy  legs.  Tourism.  Industry.  Agricul- 
ture. The  ultimate  potential  of  all  three  has  hardly  been 
sighted,  but  all  three  must  grow  and  thrive  together,  or 
none  can  survive."  Accompanied  by  members  of  the 
development  commission,  Collins  has  made  three  "Sell 
Florida"  trips  to  the  North  and  Midwest. 

Collins  was  successful  in  persuading  the  1955  session 
of  the  legislature  to  appropriate  funds  for  an  atomic 
reactor  at  the  University  of  Florida.  The  1955  Southern 
Governors  Council  meeting  approved  his  proposal  for 
"immediate  and  joint  planning  among  the  Southern  states 
on  a  regional  basis"  to  explore  the  possibilities  of 
nuclear  power.  Resulting  conferences  of  Southern  tech- 
nical  and   educational   experts  on  nuclear  energy  have 
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Senator  Symington  on  Defense 


The  Misuse  of  Intelligence  Information 


SPEECH 

OP 

HON.  STUART  SYMINGTON 

OF   MISSOTJEI 

IN  THE  SENATE  OP  THE  UNITED  STATES 

Wednesday,  January  27, 1960 

Mr.  SYMINGTON.  Mr.  President,  the 
American  people  are  being  enticed  down 
the  trail  of  insecurity  by  the  issuance  of 
misinformation  about  our  deterrent 
power;  and  specifically  about  the  missile 
gap. 

The  intelligence  books  have  been  jug- 
gled so  the  budget  books  may  be  bal- 
anced. 

This  is  a  serious  accusation,  which  I 
make  with  all  gravity. 

I  realize  fully  that  my  statements  on 
this  vital  matter  may  be  labeled  as  po- 
litically motivated  by  those  who  prefer 
to  conceal  the  facts;  and  by  others  who 
do  not  know  the  facts. 

I  choose  to  face  that  risk.  It  is  an 
insignificant  risk  indeed  compared  with 
the  unwarranted  risk  which  this  policy 
of  misinformation  has  brought  down 
upon  our  country. 

It  is  well  known  that  this  has  been 
a  matter  of  great  concern  to  me  for  years, 
and  that  I  have  made  every  effort  to  get 
the  facts  and  to  analyze  them  objec- 
tively. 

Occasionally,  after  the  administra- 
tion's inaccuracies  have  been  clearly  and 
publicly  labeled  as  such,  top  officials  have 
modified  their  previous  statements,  such 
as  occurred  in  the  case  of  Secretary  Mc- 
Elroy's  admission  last  year  about  the 
3-to-l  missile  gap. 

Mostly,  however,  the  administration 
has  served  up  reassurances  and  com- 
placency; and  most  recently,  when  the 
existence  of  a  serious  missile  gap  was 
being  generally  accepted,  the  adminis- 
tration proceeded  to  change  the  ground 
rules  for  evaluating  the  facts. 

A  few  events  over  the  past  18  months 
are  pertinent. 

In  late  July  1958,  the  Director  of  the 
Central  Intelligence  Agency  briefed  me 
on  the  intelligence  community's  esti- 
mate of  the  Soviet  missile  capability. 
This  analysis  showed  a  substantial,  and 
growing,  missile  gap.   Based  upon  all  the 
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facts  available  to  me,  however,  I  con- 
sidered that  the  Director  had  under- 
rated the  Soviet  missile  development. 

Accordingly,  on  August  6,  1E58,  I  vis- 
ited with  him  again,  and  pointed  out 
in  some  detail  my  reasons  for  believing 
that  the  Soviet  long-range  missile  de- 
velopment was  greater  than  he  had  esti- 
mated. 

A  few  days  later,  on  August  8,  1958, 
Mr.  Dulles  briefed  the  Senate.  At  that 
time  he  reported  figures  on  Soviet  mis- 
sile development  which  were  the  same 
as  those  I  had  questioned  on  the  two 
previous  occasions. 

On  August  29,  1958,  therefore,  I  re- 
quested an  appointment  with  the  Presi- 
dent, in  order  to  present  to  him  my  ap- 
prehension about  the  planned  missile 
gap.  At  that  time  I  undertook  to  explain 
why  I  believed  the  Soviet  figures  as  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Dulles  were  underesti- 
mated, and  left  with  the  President  a  long 
letter  giving  the  details. 

Later  the  White  House  wrote  suggest- 
ing that  I  present  this  analysis  to  Sec- 
retary McElroy;  and  also  to  Mr.  Dulles. 
These  followup  conferences  were  held, 
but  the  estimates  as  presented  by  Mr. 
Dulles  were  not  changed;  in  fact,  a  few 
weeks  later,  December  1958,  just  prior  to 
the  administration's  presentation  of  the 
fiscal  year  1960  budget,  the  estimates  of 
Soviet  ICBM  capability  heretofore  af- 
firmed and  reaffirmed  by  Mr.  Dulles  were 
further  adjusted  downward. 

This  downgrading  of  Soviet  capability 
at  that  time  concerned  me  for  several 
reasons:  first,  because  it  appeared  prob- 
able that  our  deterrent  posture  was  be- 
ing weakened  by  the  misuse  of  intelli- 
gence data,  and,  second,  because  the 
people  were  not  being  told  the  facts. 

On  January  12,  1959,  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent was  reported  as  having  told  a  press 
group  that  the  United  States  was  rapidly 
closing  the  missile  gap.  Immediately 
after  this  fantastic  report,  I  told  the 
Senate  that  any  assertion  the  missile  gap 
was  being  closed  was  inaccurate,  and 
announced  that  if  the  administration  did 
not  publish  the  truth,  I  would  reveal  the 
projected  Soviet-U.S.  missile  situation 
in  percentages. 

In  all  fairness,  it  should  be  noted  that 
thereafter  Secretary  McElroy  did  admit 
to  the  press  that  the  ICBM  gap  could  well 
become  a  3  to  1  ratio  in  favor  of  the 
Soviets. 


On  the  basis  of  the  facts  available  to 
me,  I  believed  that  Secretary  McElroy's 
3  to  1  ratio  greatly  understated  the  case. 
However,  I  also  hoped  that  admission 
of  such  a  planned  weakness  would  im- 
mediately prompt  a  revision  of  our  pro- 
gram and  would  cause  a  substitution  of 
urgency  for  the  existing  complacency. 

But  no  such  anticipated  change  in  our 
ICBM  efforts  resulted.  Rather,  the  ad- 
ministration took  another  approach, 
namely,  that  of  further  downgrading  the 
Soviet  missile  posture. 

On  January  13,  I960,  before  the  House 
Appropriations  Committee,  and  again 
on  January  19  before  the  Senate  Armed 
Services  Committee,  the  new  Secretary 
of  Defense  informed  the  Congress  and 
the  people  that  they  were  using  new 
ground  rules  for  interpreting  intelligence 
data  regarding  Soviet  ICBM's. 

The  new  policy  is  to  compare  Soviet 
intent  in  the  ICBM  field  as  against  our 
ICBM  schedules.  Prior  to  this,  the  com- 
parison had  been  based  upon  Soviet 
capability  in  the  ICBM  field  as  against 
our  ICBM  schedules. 

This  amazing  change  to  intent  from 
capability  in  the  method  of  using  intelli- 
gence data  enabled  the  administration 
further  to  cut  down  substantially  the 
estimate  of  Soviet  ICBM  production. 

At  this  point  it  is  meaningful  to  com- 
pare the  statement  of  Secretary  Gates 
this  year  with  the  statement  of  Secretary 
McElroy  12  months  ago. 

On  January  21,  1959,  and  again  on 
January  29,  1959,  Secretary  McElroy 
testified  to  the  Senate  committee  as  fol- 
lows: 

I  think  it  would  be  very  dangerous  If  we 
did  not  proceed  on  this  basis  •  •  *.  I  think 
that  it  should  be  understood  that  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  Department  of  Defense, 
we  are  assuming,  as  I  think  we  should  as- 
sume, that  they — meaning  the  opponent — 
will  have  these  numbers  in  being  at  the  times 
when  the  national  intelligence  estimates 
says  that  they  could  have  it. 

On  January  13,  1960,  and  again  on 
January  19,  I960,  Secretary  Gates  re- 
vealed a  radical  change  in  policy  from 
that  announced  by  his  predecessor.  The 
following  quotation  is  from  Secretary 
Gates'  testimony  before  the  House  com- 
mittee on  January  13 : 

Heretofore,  we  have  been  giving  you  in- 
telligence figures  that  dealt  with  the  theo- 
retical Soviet  capability.  This  is  the  first 
time  that  we  have  had  an  intelligence  esti- 
mate  that   says,   "This   is   what   the   Soviet
